Policy on Eduction (NPE) 1986 qpd yf||^ a view 
to avoid multiplicity of entrance test's, it was defeidodK' 
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that the admission to all professional educational 
Institutions (both minority and non-minority) shall 
be held on the basis of merit determined through 
common entrance test(s). Each Institute cannot 
hold a separate test. 

2. It has been decided that for admissions on All 
India Basis to the MBA/PGDM (or equivalent) 
programmes in all institutions in the country for the 
year 20 q 5-2006, shall be through one of the five (5) 
national entrance tests, namely-CAT (conducted by 
IlMs), JMET (conducted by IITs), MAT (conducted 
by AIM A), ATMA (conducted by AIMS) ard XAT 
conducted by XLRI). These tests shall be conducted 
independently, subject to the condition that these 
are objective and transparent. All institutions ad¬ 
mitting students on All India Basis will have to opt 
for one of these exams, 

3. Above mentioned five admission tests for MBA/ 
PGDM (or equivalent) programmes from the aca¬ 
demic year 2005-2006 shall be for those institu¬ 
tions that are presently holding their own 
entrance tests and admitting all their students or 
certain percentage of them on All India Basis. AH 
States shall continue to hold their own common 
entrance tests for admission to MBA/PGDM pro¬ 
grammes in Institutions within their States as 
before. However, these tests shall be restricted to 
students from within the State only. Students 
admitted on All India Basis in the State level insti¬ 
tutions shall be^admitted only on the basis of All 
India Exams as above. Further still, many states 
that may not like to conduct their own tests could 
use merit determined by the All India Test ($). 

4. All admissions in different approved quotas shall 
be made Strictly on the basis of inter-sc merit based 


on common entrance tests as above. If it is found 
that any student has been admitted de hors merit, 
penalty shall be imposed on that Institute and m 
appropriate cases recognition/affiliation may also be 
withdrawn. 

5, In order to resolve all related issues and diffi¬ 
culties if any, for effective implementation of this 
policy and for overall coordination, a National 
Coordination Committee (NCC) will be consti¬ 
tuted. 

6. This resolution supersedes the O. M. No. 17 . 8 / 
2002—-TS.I dated 10th October, 2003 and comes 
into immediate effect. All concerned are advised 
to take necessary appropriate action in this regard.
